“It's important for foe public to 
understand foe difference between 
foe two package deals,” Forer stres- 
sed. “Package Deal II is not a freeze, 
but an extensive supervision of 
prices which will continue.” 

Forer added foat “prices of some 
dozens of groups of goods and ser- 
vices shouldn't be controlled at ail.” 
He dedined to specif these but said 
foe price supervisory oommittee ex- 
pects to consider proposals to re- 


move controls from some items in 
the coming weeks. 

Deputy director-general David 
Brodet noted foat foe mmistry had 
received aumerous complaints from 
consumers about price-gouging by 
merchants during foe tranrition be- 
tween foe two package deals. These 
are being invest^ted, he said. 

Asked whether consumers would 
see more of the discount campaigns 
by foe large retailing chains which 
they had enjoyed during foe fint 
pad^e deal, Bodet replied foat the 
ministiy had requested foe chains to 
continue hokling sales and had re- 
edved favourabk replies. 

“But they really have no choice if 
they wish to compete,” he said. 

Forer noted foat regular monthly 
adjustments of 3 to 4 per cent in 
prices, would be instituted “at dates 
to be determined.”

Harel said that foe Mossad waged 
a war of disruption against neo-Nazi 
mov^ents during the eariy 60s, 
following a spate ^ desecrations of 
Jewish rites which began in West 
Gennany in 1959. Agam, Harel 
refused to outline the deiaih of these 
operations, but noted foat they were 
carried out wifo foe consent of a 
ministerial committee foen charged 
wifo overseeing intelligence opera- 
tions. 

Harel, 70, also told foe survivors 
that if Auschwitz Doctor Josef 
Mengele is discovered to be alive 
and living in ^aguay, as suspected, 
be should be a»assinated. “I would 
fold a final solution for Mengele.” 

He said that brael had kept tabs 
on Mengele during his sojourns in 
Argentina, Paraguay and Brazfi, but 
refused to authorize a commando 
operation for fear of international 
repercusrioos.

West German Interior Minister 
Friedridi Zimmermann said the hot- 


line was one of several joint mea- 
sures to combat an “internationa- 
Uzatioa of terrorism.” 

Joxe and Zimmermazui met in 
response to the murder of arms in- 
dustrialist Ernst Zimmermann in 
Munich last Friday and of Gendral 
Rene Audran, in charge of French 
arms sales, outride Paris 10 days ago. 

West Germany's extreme left- 
wing Red Army Faction and 
France’s Action Directe have 
daimed responsibility for foe mur- 
ders. 

“We are resolved to form a united 


front against terrorism between 
West Germany and France and foe 
other European countries in- 
volved,” Fabius said. 

U.S. and Nato targets in Belgium. 
Porti^al, foe Netherlands, Spain 
and Greece have also been atta^ed 
in foe past six weeks, thou^ it is not 
dear a they form part of a coordin- 
ated guerrilla offensive. 

Zimmermann said they had 
^reed to join forces at all posrible 
levels, “since foe latest anacks have 
shown that there are direct links 
between the terrorists and foat an 


internationalization of terrorism has . 
taken place whicb affects both 
France and West Germany. 

In a speeds on Monday, U.S. 
Secretary of State Geoige Shultz 
urged Western countries to reject 
any notion of appeasing terrorists 
and band together to punish coun- 
tries that sponsor terrorism. 

“Some countries are clearly more 
vuhrerable to extortion foan others, 
but surely this is as argument for 
banding together in mutual support, 
not an argument for appeasement,”

work and borne accidents, electrocu- 
tion and drowniDg. 

Once wifo foe victim, whatever 
foe cause, foe life-saving team goes 
into action and within minutes foe 
bedroom or living room, wherever 
the patient hiq>pens to be, is turned 
into an imensive care unit, complete 
with medical equiiMnent. 

The picture today is not foe one 
seen in the past, when screaming 
ambulances carried the dead and foe 
neaivdead to foe closest hospital. 

Today, if an ambulance sounds its 
riten, it is not taldi^ a patient to the 
hospital, but taking a survival team 
to the patient. 

The MDA credo is foat hosp^ 
services come to foe patient, and 
oiUy when the imtisnt is stebilized is 
he transferred to a hospital intensive 


care unit. 

The MDA's services are expen- 
sive. While every life-saving o^rera- 
tion costs MDA abont ISISO.OOO, 
foe patient pays only 1513,200 for 
foe care received. Actually, many 
people never pay anything at all, 
MDA says. 

The reasons are clear. While they 
were in dire straits they were cared 
for by MDA. Later, after weeks, 
possibly, in a hospital intensive care 
unit, they are grateful for foe care 
they got, but foey have no real 
contact wifo those who enabled foe 
hospital to take care of them. 

liiis, foe MDA teams say, is a 
great demoralizer. The nurses and 
doctors in the hospital intensive care 
units are heroes, the patients send 
them flowers and letters. One doctor 
at MDA, who has taken care of more 


foan SOO emeigency calls in foe last 
year, said ibat not onre has he re- 
ceived a letter or a phone call from a 
patient, or the family of a patient. 

When foe bills are unpaid, MDA 
usoidiy lets it be . It costt too much to 
maintain constant litigation. Of foe 
15136,800 foat foe patient does not 
have to pay, foe costs are split three 
ways; one-third to the govemmect, 
oue-third to foe local aufoority and 
one-third to a health fund. This is all 
well and good if everyone pays, but 
of late neifoerfoe local authorities or 
the govenunem has been able to pay 
its share. 

At MDA foey are worried. What 
does cutting down, mean? Fewer IC 
units? Fewer services? They have a 
lot of questions, but no answers. 
And they know only too well foe 
price of saving a life.

Invalid jailed for 
slaying wife’s lover 


BEERSHEBA (Itim). - A severely 
handicapped man. who was found 
guilty of manslaughter for killing his 
wife's lover and of attempting to kill 
her too. was sentenced in the district 
court here yesterday to 12 years 
imprisonment. 

Moshe Dudoshvili. 37. of Beer- 
sheba, had been charged with pre- 
meditated murder in the killing of 
another Beersheba man. Moshe 
Levi. 38. and with attempted mur- 
der. But in a plea bargaining 
arrangement Dudashvili confessed 
to trying to kill his wife and, in the 
second offence, to the lesser charge 
of manslaughter. 


The three-judge panel noted in its 
judgment that relations between the 
Dudashvilis had deteriorated in 
1979. After one argument, the ac- 
cused tried to commit suicide by- 
jumping off the roof of their four- 
storey nparlmeni building. After a 
year and a half in the hospital. 
Dudashvili was released, seriously 
handicapped. 

The couple continued to quarrel 
and eventually the wife went to live 
with Levi, whom she had met in the 
meantime. Last May 24. the accused 
saw the couple at a shopping centre 
in Beersheba. He asked his wife to 
come home, whereupon she spit in 
l::s face and called him a “pig." 
Dudashvili drew a knife and stabbed 
her three times. When Levi tried to 
overcome Dudashvili. the accused 
stabbed him too. Levi died from his 
wounds. 

In passing sentence, the judges 
said they were imposing less than the 
maximum term because of Dudash- 
vili's physical condition and in view 
of his subsequently having made up 
with his wife. 


Captains are grounded 
by Haifa seamens court

HAIFA. - The seamen's disciplinary 
court yesterday found two captains 
responsible for the grounding of the 
freighter Hcchalutz outside Haifa 
harbour in January 1983. 

The ships master at the time, Dan 
Harpaz was disqualified from sailing 
35 a captain for two years and Cap- 
tain Josef Ben Yami. an Ashdod 
port pilot, was disqualified for one 
vear. 


i) Ben Yami brought the ship to 
Haifa from Ashdod in place of Har- 
paz who had gone to his Haifa home 
after returning from overseas on the 
ship. On arrival Haipaz told Ben 
Yami by radio telephone that he was 
“on his way” and that Ben Yami 
could go ashore. As a result the ship 
was left without a master for some 
dme and ran aground, sustaining 
considerable damage.

In Knesset Finance Committee 


Economic decrees ^displease’ 
some Alignment members. 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
Some Alignment members of the 
Knesset Finance Comminee yester- 
day expressed their “extreme disple- 
asure” at the government’s econo- 
mic measures. One of them said that 
“it does not appear possible that we 
will be able to vote for the enabling 
legislation (regulations) tomorrow.’' 
in a statement to the press, the 
Alignment members said they were 
asking for an urgent meeting with 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres and 
the Alignment executive before pro- 
ceeding with the regulations. 

Following the meeting. Aligment 
MK Haim Ramon said: “I regret to 


say that these measures do not 
herald the salvation of our economy. 

'They will not halt the rapidly 
growing deficit in our balance of 
payments. I see no social justice 
whatsoever in these regulations. All 
they will accomplish is to harass the 
plain citizen.’* 

The Knesset last night referred to 
the Finance Committee the Property 
I^vy Law (Temporary ProvisionL 
which imposes a one-time levy on 
the owners of equipment, stocks, 
velucies. private boats and aircraft, 
fruit orchards and commercial bufld- 
ings, and on securities in the hands of 
financial institutions. 


Despite power plant ^surplus’ 
Knesset votes to build more

Israel's electric power stations are 
too big for the country and are 
wasting “hundreds of millions of 
dollars.” Eliyahu Speiser, chairman 
of the Knesset Economic Comminee 
said yesterday. 

Their output capacity is “as much 
as 70 per cent hi^er than the aver- 
age national consumption rate, and 
this gap will become ev'en wider in 
the coming decade,” be claimed. 

Speiser added that “the surplus 
power generated also disrupts the 
flow of electric current throughout 
the national grid, and leads to power 
failures and blackouts.” 
Nonetheless, Speiser and his fel- 
low committee members voted to 
approve a feasibility study for a 
hydroelectric power station based on 


the principle of the so-called 
“pumped reservoir.” 

Energy Minister Moshe ^ahal 
told the committee ±at one of the 
studies made for the now defunct 
Mediterranean-Dead Sea Canal pro- 
ject indicated that building a water- 
powered electricity generating facil- 
ity “would be very practical under 
existing circumstances.” He sug- 
gested that tw’o million dollars be 
spent for further feasibility studies. 

Shaba! believes that if the studies 
recommend bidJding such a plant, 
“we shall find a solution to the 
problem of financing the project.” 
Natan Arad, dir^or-general of 
the Energy Ministry, disdosed that 
the construction of a 900-megawatt 
nuclear power station “is now under 
study and this makes it difficult for us 
to dedde on matters affecting future 
coal-powered stations.” 


Histadrut raises dections threshold

TEL AVTV. - The Histadrut Coun- 
cil yesterday changed the labour fed- 
eration’s voting rules by raising from 
1 per cent to 2 per cent the minimum 
vote a party must get to qualify for a 
seat in the national convention. 

Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
explained the need for the change by 
saying that the plethora of small 
parties could hamper the fuactioning 
of the Histadrut and “harm demo- 
cracy." 

The electiDo date, due to be set by 


the executive oext week, is likely to 
be in mid-May. 

Summing up the two-day coundi 
meeting, Kessar called on all the 
foctions to agree to hold “simple 
elections in keeping with the econo- 
mic climate." He proposed they for- 
go television ^d radio advertising 
and that the official campaign begin 
one month before election day. 

Another change in the by-laws 
empowers the central elections com- 
mittee to ban a radst list from con- 
testing the elections.

Religious 
Affairs Minister Yosef Burg in- 
formed them that the rabbinate’s 
committee will handle the matter. 

The rabbinate's committee con- 
sists of IDF Chief Rabbi Aluf Gad 
Navoo, Rabbi Nahum Rothsteiu, 
architect Ya'akov Rechter (who de- 
signed the Ganei Hamat Hotel) and 
architect Eldad Bukspan. Its mem- 
bers intend to fly to Tiberias today 
and inspect the site and all the hotel's 
plans. 

Ultra-orthodox circles raised an 
outcry against an annex to the hotel, 
which they claim is being built on 
Jewish graves. A subsidiary of Bank 
Leumi is a partner in the hotel pro- 
jeci.

Survey shows 
88,000 are 
out of work

About 88.000 people are unem- 
ployed according to a preliminary 
report issued yesterday by the Clen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics. 

The bureau's figures, which repre- 
sent a seasonally adjusted unem- 
ployment rate of 6.3 per cent, are 
based on its latest quakerly survey, 
conducted from October throu^ 
December 1984. Experts consider 
the survey to be the most reliable 
indicator of the true rate of unem- 
ployment. 

The bureau has found almost 
twice as .many jobless as the 47,CKX) 
cited on' Monday by. the State Em- 
ployment Service b^use it surveys 
job seekers who do not register at 
local labour exchanges. 

Four times a year, bureau workers 
visit a sample of some 12.000 house- 
holds throughout the country. The 
questions they ask determine who is 
not working, but is actively seeking a 
job via the labour exchanges, <&ect 
applications to employers, newspap- 
er ads or other means. 

The 6.3 per cent unemployment 
rate for the last quarter of 1984 
represents a 0.7 per cent increase 
o\'er the July-September quarter, or 
about 10.000 more jobless. Accord- 
ing to the bureau, 5.6 per cent of 
them are men and 7.5 per cent are 
women. 


UK tells Syria 
of ‘grave concern’

Peres promises equal aid 
to Jordan rift settlers

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday promised a delegation of 
settlers tom the Jordan Rift that the 
goveromeflC will sot allow settle- 
ments In Judea and Samaria to enjoy 
unfair fovouritism, at their expense. 


The settlers complained that be- 
cause Judea and Samaria have been 
given the limelight over the past few 
years, the Jordan Rift has been 
shouted onto the sidelines. It has 
fallen behind comparatn’ely, as far 
as bousing, finandal credit and agri- 
cultural mvestment are concerned, 
they said. 


The settlers who represented va- 
rious hues of the political spectrum 
said that the Pohoiyles Report of 
1983 which studied the requirements 
of their area oonclnded than an in- 
vestment of S165 million was needed 
during 1983-1985 to make the area 
economically viable. However, they 
said, no money was for^coming. 
Prof. Shmnel ^horyles, director of 


the Agricultural Ministry s agricul- 
ture and development centre, 
headed a committee appointed by 
then Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
^ in November 1982. 

Ptres said that he concurred with 
the principles laid down in the ^ 
port, but stressed that the financial 
resources for its implementation are 
not available. 

However, he said, he would 
charge Agriculture Minister Arye 
Nehamkin and Economic Planning 
Minister Gad Ya’acobi with examin- 
ing and analymg ail budgets allo- 
cated to settlements in the various 
areas, to see whether the delega- 
tion’s charges of discrimination are 
well-founded. Peres said: “If there is 
any discrimination in favour of 
Judea and Samaria, it will come to an 
end." He also said that he will tour 
the Jordan Rift in the very near 
future to get a first hand look at the 
situation. 

“Your work has great security as 
well as economic importance.” he 
said.

made no pron^ to modify the rab- 
binate's decision, Shapiro said the 
rabbis would consider what the 
Ethiopians bad said. 

In an emofion-packed meeting, 
fvbidi included about a dozen elders 
and sevetal dozen young members of 
the community, foe rabbis stressed 
their joy that some Etluopian Jews 
have come to Israel, and their con- 
cern ove.r the fate of foe remainder. 
At foe same tune, foe rabbis stressed 
the principle -of obedience to the 
laws of the Tora. 

" The meeting followed long and 
delicate negotiations between foe 
chief rabbi^te and supporters of 
Rriiify ian Jewiy. Ih ooDtiast to usual 
Invitations frrm the chief rabbis, 
which have the element of a sum- 
mons, every effort was made to 
inake the &hiopians feel that' this 
was a genuine invitation and not an 
Older.

The meetii^ opened with a long 
chanted blessing in Amharic by one 
of the Ethiofnan cohanim, dressed in 
a flowing wUte shawl and turban .

Eliahu dwelt on the piety of the 
Ethiopians in observing Shabbat, 
the laws of fomily purity and respect 
for elders. He called on the Ethio- 
pians to learn that which is good in 
Israel, not tiiat which is bad.

ceremony. “We suffered for 
thousands of years for the Tora.” 
one said. “We never dreamed that 
we would have come here , only to be 
told we weren't really Jews.” 

“When will you let us feel we are 
really home?” one asked the rabbis. 

As the rabbis left, the Ethiopians 
handed them a letter which said that 
if foe rabbinate did not recognize 
them as Jews, they would ask the 
government for recognition as a 
separate community. ”We don't 
need anyone to confirm our Jewish- 
ness,” the letter said. 

But in fact, an informed source 
with contacts both in the rabbinate 
and foe Ethiopian community told 
The Jerusalem Post that the meeting 
gave indications that a behind-the- 
scenes understanding is being 
reached and the conversion rite issue 
will soon be relegated to unimport- 
ance.

Peres gives up plan to get Moda’i to bolt Likud

TEL AVIV. - The cabinet approval 
this week of the appointment of 
Michael Zoller as deputy dvil ser-

Prime Minister Shimon Peres and

by Moda'i against his colleagues in 
foe Likud. . 

Moda'i has slated Zoller for the 
civil service post, although foe com- 
unssioner is a Likud man. Labour 
indgtn>H that the deputy come from 
its ranks in accordance with the 
national unity agreement. In re- 
sponse Moda’i stron^y opposed the 
appointment of fonner Labour MK 
Rafi Suissa as prisons commissioner. 

At the cabinet session on the Suis- 
sa appomtment, Moda’i threatened 
resignation. This broo^t an acid 
reply from the prime minister: 
"Don't threaten me. There is no one 
preventing you from resigning.” 

Not only was Moda'i huz^ated 
before the whole cabinet, but the 
Suissa appointment was approved by 
IS. to Jl^wifo mostlikod ministers 
pbvii^ly Yp^g^gainst t^fin^ce 
miiiistef. 


Several later, Moda’i laun- 
ched a stingi^ attack on his fellow 
LDcud ministers for not backing him 
at the cabinet. 

"I am an alone fighting this party’s 
battles,’' charged Moda’i. ‘T don't 
know how someone in my position 
can retain his sanity. I haven't bad a 
quiet hour since I took office. My 
own party membeis do not support 
me and Peres don only what is most 
convenient for him at a given mo- 
ment”. 

Feres studiously ignored Moda'i 
for a few days and neither voiced any 
regret over the clash. 

Now, however, Peres is said to 
have concluded ctet, in view of foe 
country's economic throes. It is best 
to mqUjfy Mqda’i and he eased foe 
lfoUex.appQj[qt^^ ' 

Neverfoele^s. Laboi^^^ insidenf 
claim that Peres fras givra''up*his 


earlier hope of winning Moda'i over 
so that he would eventually bolt the 
Ukud taldng a few Uberal MKs out 
with him. These would form a coali- 
tion with Labour, allowing Peres to 
ditch foe Likud. Peres no longer 
regards Moda'i as a potential politic- 
al partner, Labour insiders told The 
Post. 

Labour’s political efforts wiU now 
be directed towards the religious 
parties, Labour sources say. Any 
narrow Labour-led coalition wiU 
hinge on these parties and not on a 
lil^ component, foe sources be- 
lieve. Many now feel that the 
National Religious Party is almost 
bade in the Labour court and over- 
tures will be made towards the other 
religious parties.

Death selection held after experiment thwarted

Jerosalera Post Reporter 
Haifri dentist Dr. Azriel Ne'eman, 
72, was employed as a male nurse 
: and corps carrier in the hospital 
block of one of foe sectioas of An- 
sbwitz ih 1944. One of the men in his 
ward was a middle-aged Polish Jew 
with six fingers on each hand - which 
singled him out for special attention 
by cluef camp doctor Josef Mengele. 

^en Mengele made his rounds 
one day and found that the man had 
foed, Ite flew into a rage, his “sden- 
tifle” interest having been fnis- 
'^rated. Shortly thereafter he held a 
^selection, in wiiich every patient who 
couldn't stand to attention at the 
foot of his bed was sent to foe gas 
Clambers. 

This testimony was given at Yad 
Vashem yesterday, on the second 
day of the international convention 
Jof twins and others who underwent 
experiments at Auschwitz. Vfltnes- 
ses spoke before a six-member panel 
which included lawyers, a geneticist, 


a historian of the Holocaust and an 
expert on terrorism. It was beaded 
by Yad Vashem council chairman 
Gideon Hausner, and lawyer Zvi 
Terlo acted as interrogator. 

Eva Kor, now of Terre Haute, 
Indiana, was nine years old when she 
came to Ausdiwitz in the spring of 
1944 together with her twin, sister 
Nfiriam. Speaking in English she 
described bow ^ngele and his 
many assistants often kept her and 
other children naked in a room, 
where they were poked, measured 
and photographed for eight hours, 
with white-smocked people writing 
all the time, "lliey made us feel like 
animals, garbage, pieces of meat,” 
she said in an unemotional voice. 

While foe attention of the large 
audience was throughout focused on 
the podium \(foete & witnesses tes- 
tified before foe panel, interrogator 
Terk) at one point walked up to foe 
balcony at the back of the hall where 
an emergency . exit door had been 
covered ^ a black screen. 


Before the audience knew what to 
make of the sudden change, his voice 
came over the loudspeaker. "The 
next witness will only be identified 
by his initials, O.C., since he wishes 
to give his public testimony anonym 
mc^y.” 

The story that emerged from be- 
hind foe curtain was that of a 19- 
year-old man who . was taken to 
Mengele’s experimental block after 
his arrival from Salonika in 1944. 
Ater undergoing radiation directed 
at his abdomen, he was one day 
taken to the operating room, where 
one of his testicles was removed. 

After one week in bed, O.C. was 
sent to work. Later he was shipped 
to Warsaw;- where he and others 
helped to clear the rubble left from 
foe destruction of foe ghetto. He was 
finally liberated from Dachau and 
eventually reached Eretz Yisrael.

Another survivor from Sdonika, 
Shabtai Hanuka, was IS when he 
arrived in Auschwitz. He claimed 
foat he “cheated” Mengele by brib- 
ing one of his assistants to do a 
hmnia operation, rather than taking 
one or both of his testicles. 

After the recess the panel heard 
foe long-awaited testimony of the 
dwarf twins, Perla Ovitch and Eli- 
zabeth Moshkovitz. The pair had 
stood out because throughout the 
hearing foey had sat in-their wheel- 
chairs in front of the platform. The 
sisters are members of the Ovitch 
family of theatri^ performers frxmi 
Hungary, which includes seven 
dwarfs and thr^ children of normal 
height. They were 19 when they 
arrived at the camp. Elizabeth was 
already married - to a man of nonnal 
height. 

She told how Mengele at first did 
*not believe foat the little people 
were really Jewish and then became 
very exdted about his “find.” He 
was overheard to say that “now I 
have work for 20 years.” The “dou- 
bly interesting” twins underwent 
many tests, which included injec- 
tions into the womb, blood checks 
and even pulling of healthy teeth. 

One day they were taken to the SS 
hospital where they were presented 
naked to an audience of over 2,000 
officers and guards who came by car 
and bus from distant camps. Even SS 
Reiehsfuehrer Heuaich Himmler 
came and sat in the first row, they 
said. 

The three able-bodied members 
of the family were allowed to live to 
serve their httle brothers and sisters. 
All of them survived the camp and 
many members of the family setded 
in Hmfe, where the family operated 
a restaurant and two cinemas. 


Staff shortages force Kolbotek off the air

Israel TV's consumer programme Kolbotek was not 
shown last night and has been taken off the screen 
indefinitely berause of a manpower shortage. 

A dearth of camera crews and film editors since the 
axing two months ago of freelance employees is seriously 
hurting production capacity for local programmes. It has 
also hurt the Afaba/news cast, which contains few'er film 
clips of local news and has been abridged on different 
ni^ts by up to 15 minutes. 


Kolbotek^ which covers a variety of consumer subjects 
in different parts of the country, needs a permanent 
camera crew of its own. But with only five crews for all 
the TV''s requirements. Kolbotek has been unable to fill 
its needs. 

Other local productions are falling victim to lack of 
personnel. The children's programme Kites and the 
science-based magazine Tazpit will be phased out over 
the next few weeks and even Second Look. TV’s 
presti^ous documentary series, which has received 
kudos from European'tefevision stations, is in jeopardy.

Reagan veiy optimistic 
over U.S. economy

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
U.S. can enjoy lasting economic 
health and at the same time reduce 
its budget defidt by making govern- 
ment smaller. President Ronald 
Reagan told Congress yesterday. 

He said in his annual economic 
report: “Economic conditions in 
1984 were more favourable than dur- 
ing the second year of a typical 
recovery, and we see none of the 
warning signs that usually precede 
the end of an expansion.” 

Restating his philosophy that less 
government is better government, 
be said: “We should continue to 
reduce the many less important eco- 
nomic activities of the federal gov- 
ernment so that individuals, private 
institutions, and state and local gov- 
ernments will have more resources 
and more freedom to pursue their 
Own interests." 

An accompanying report pre- 
pared by the White House Council 
of Economic Advisers (CEA) 
showed similar optimism to the pres- 
ident's. It said: “Americans have 
every reason to took forward to 
continuing economic expansion." 

It said there was a need to reduce 
the budget deficit and to intensify 
international efforts to liberalize 
world trade. 

The CEA said the U.S. economy 
would expand at a rate of 4 per cent 
after inflation this year, slightly high- 
er than is typical in the third year of 
economic expansion. 

It forecast that price rises would 
continue to be moderate and unem- 
ployment would fall about half a 
percentage point from its present 
level of 7.4 percent. 

Both reports were submitted a day 
after Reagan had formally asked 
Congress to approve a $973.7 billion 
budget for the 1986 Hnancial year 
beginning on October 1 . 

If ail his spending proposals were 


put into effect, the federal deBcit 
would fall to about S180b. in 1986 
from an estimated $222. 2b. this 
year. 

The budget has already met 
opposition in Congress, some of 
whose members say it provides too 
much for defence while seeking to 
reduce domestic programmes. 

The CEA report included recom- 
mendations for the Federal Reserve 
Board, the U.S. equivalent of a 
central bank, on how to handle 
monetary policy. 

Administration officials have 
asked the Federal Reserve to keep 
the money supply growing enough to 
foster economic expansion. 

The CEA report made a strong 
plea for more open international 
trade as a prerequisite to world eco- 
nomic vitality*. 

It said the world was moving away 
from free trade and the U.S. was not 
without blame in this. 

The report said the U.S. should 
strengthen its commitment to the 
free trade principles of the General 
Agreement of Tariffs and Trade 
(Gatt) and should campaign for the 
broadening of Gatt to include trade 
in services. 

It said open trade would not 
necessarily reduce the U.S. trade 
deficit, which was a record $123b. 
last year, or correct the broader 
imbalance in U.S. foreign trade.

“clinically dead.** Doctors said he

Monday, he was alert, playful and 
eager for his favourite treats - “gum 
and popcorn,” his mother said. 

After he was found frozen, doc- 
tors connected him to a heart-lung 
machine to warm his blood and cut 
open his arms and legs to allow 
tissues to expand.

Peruvian guerrillas greet 
pontiff with power blackout 


Five cars bumM in protest 
as Gibraltar border reopens 


Anzus pact to be reviewed 
after nuclear ships row 


LIMA. Peru (AP). - Guerrilla 
saboteurs blacked out Lima's airport 
shortly after Pope John Paul's plane 
landed, and then cut power to the 
sprawling capital of five million, 
police and airport control tower offi- 
cials said. 

Moments later, a huge hammer 
and sickle - the symbol of the Maoist 
Shining Path movement - was set 
ablaze on a mountainside north of 
Lima. 

Special army anti-terrorist units 
surrounded the area where the guer- 
rillas lighted fires in what appeared 
to be a dramatic rejection of the 
pope's call for an end to violence in 
Peru. 

Police said guerrillas blew down 
four power pylons in two small towns 
outside Lima, causing the blackout 


in the Peruvian capital and the city of 
Huancayo 320 kilometres to the 
east. Police said bombs were ex- 
ploded at four suburban branches of 
the government bank but no injuries 
were reported. 

Pope John Paul left yesterday with 
an appeal to feed the poor and resist ! 
violence. He asked Peruvians in a 
farewell ceremony at Lima's Jorge 
Chavez Airport to maintain their 
faith in Cbrist “in the face of those 
who show the paths of violence... in 
the face of those who practise injus- ; 
tice and do not respect the rights of 
others.” 

The pope's last stop on his five- 
day tour ol the country was in the 
Amazon city of Iquitos. Earlier in 
the day he visited the country's' 
largest shanty town. 


GIBRALTAR (Reuter). - Traffic 
flowed freely between Spain and 
Gibraltar yesterday for the first time 
in almost 16 years, after a festive 
reopening of border marred by 
the burning of five cars. 

Spanish police said that the cars, 
three from Britain, one from Spain 
and the other from Gibraltar, were 
set on fire in the border town of La 
Linea, apparently in protest agaist 
Spain's decision to end its blockade 
of the British colony. 

Meanwhfle, the first talks between 
Britain and Spain on their dispute 
over the sovereignty of Gibraltar 
opened in a very cordial and friendly 
atmosphere yesterday, a Spanish 
Foreign Mimstry spokesman said. 

Speaking to reporters after yester- 
day morning's fimt session, he said 
that Spanish Foreign Minister Fer- 


nando Moran and British Foreign 
Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe agreed 
that the one-day talks marked a 
revival of friendly relations between 
r«the two countries. 

But Britain has said there will be 
no changes in sovereignty against the 
wishes of Gibraltarians, who have 
voted overwhelmingly in the past to 
remain British. 

A British Membenof Parliament. 
Albert McQuarrie, said in a Gibral- 
tar newspaper yesterday, that Spain 
could go on tal^g about sovereign- 
ty. “until the cows go home.” 

The prospects of an impasse 
prompted some Spanish commenta^ 
tors to criticize the border reopen- 
ing. The conservative newspaper 
ABC said Spain had received no- 
thing in retum. 

But Spains's leading new^per. 
El Pds said reason had prevailed . 


CANBERRA (Reuter). - The 
Anzus defence treaty will be re- 
viewed after the cancellation of joint 
naval exercises by Australia. New 
Zealand and the LLS. because of a 
row over nuclear ships. Australia 
said yesterday. 

Washington said “operation Sea 
Eagle” due to be held off eastern 
Australia next month, would not go 
ahead because New Zealand refused 
to allow U.S. nuclear war ships to 
dock at its ports. 

Australian Defence Minister Kim 
Beazley said talks would begin Im- 
mediately between the three coun- 
tries to explore how defence in- 
terest&.“can be separately pursued..” 

An Australian defence official 
said this meant the three countries 
would hold a series of bilateral naval 


e,xercises instead. 

The three countries, linked under 
tbe 33-year-old Anzus treaty, made 
it clear they wanted the pact to 
continue. 

The U.S. considers Anzus. 
strategically covering the South 
Pacific, as vital to its efforts to coun- 
ter what it regards as Soviet expan- 
sion in the region. 

Future cooperation tinder Anzus 
would have to be reviewed in view of 
the New Zealand Labour Govern- 
ment's firm anti-nuclear stand, the 
Australian defence officials said. 

The treaty was signed six years 
after the end of World- War Two to 
link the three countries militarily in 
the event of an attack in the South' 
Pacific.

$538,000 on rolls of the dice. Tlieo came the $1 million roll on November 6.

‘'rational Fund forestry worker 
wants to know if die soil is wet 
eTOugh, all be has to do is dig a 
^-oentimetre^eep hole; if tiie earth 
IS in dumps, he can plant, but if it can 
he sifted through the fingers like 
“Out»be has to wait for rain. 

Pla nting season at the JNF was al-‘ 
tnosc a washout until tins week to 
the lack of rain, accor^g to Zvi 
Avni, tile former kibbutzoik who is 
director of a&restation of the JNF’s 
hilly re^on. Tu Bishvat usually com- 
es at the end of the planting season, 
but because of the dry weather, they 
have only begun to plant in recent 
wmIcs, after initial attempts earlier 
in the winter. 

Since saplings are planted in areas 
that cannot be irrigated, they must 
sink or swim on their own, always 
dependent on the merdes of the 
heavens. So far, 20.000 to 30,000 
young trees in the Jerusalem area 
that were planted this season have 
already died or are in the process of 
(faying up. But the JNF dciesn't pve 
up. 

**We are trying to return to the 
boles and replant,*' says Avni, who

holds ad\'anoed degrees in envirou- 
mentd ecology and biology. 

THROUGHOUT OUR tonr of 
JNF forest recreation areas in the 
Jerusalem suburbs, the young forest 
director was constantly taking calls 
on Us two-way radio from workers 
in the field. 

He insisted that they don't try to 
ftiant unless they are sure that the 
is moist enou^. While the work- 
ers waited for the rains, they spent 
most of their time pruning older 
trees in esublished forests. 

Avni speaks almost lovingly about 
the Mplings and shows his visitor 
tile hi^ young forests on the edges 
of the capita] with the fatherly pride 
of a man showing off his Cunily. 

Hie saplings all come from seeds 
cultivated in JNF fanTitii^ in Fshtani , 
or in the Peace Forest near Abu Tor. 
Most of them are conifers, like the 
bnitia pine, as well as the c^rus, 
eiuaiyptus and acada trees. 

Avni's office provides a good illus- 
tration of how the JNF has changed 
the landscape. The view from the 
window of the old Arab-bouse- 


tumed-afforescation-headquarters is 
of a magnificent, lush forest. Part of 
it was planted by tourists who 
wanted to plant a tree with their own 
bands. 

The INFs tourist-planting fadli> 
ties have moved from one location to 
another, closing up shop as the land 
has become (»vered with trees. 
Since most plantings, by overseas 
visitors occur in the summer, the 
JNF must charge a small fee to cover 
irrigation, which it does not have in 
regular forests. 

The JNF has dearly improved the 
quality of life in the southern suburb 
of Gik), where it opened a few 
months ago an activity playground in 
an existing grove of trees. 

Overlooking a magnificent land- 
scape. the park has dozens of struc- 
tores on whidi children can dimb 
and test their physical skills. Nearby 
are picnic tables where the parents 
can sit in the shade and still watch 
their youngsters. 

THE PRESENCE of the large play- 
centre has increased piopeny vahKS 


on that side of Gilo, and newspaper 
advertisements for nearby apart- 
ments boast that the fiats are close to 
the playground. On any aftemexm 
during the week, or on any Shabbat, 
the park is filled with youngsters ^id 
whole families. 

The play structures were made of 
wood and fibre-glass, designed spe- 
cially for the temin and mostly put 
together on the sice. Tlrey show 
ima^nation, the most im- 
pressive one in the shape of a large 
boat or ark. 'Rtey attract youngsters 
from all of southern Jen^em and 
even farthercut. 

Riimot has a somewhat smaller 
activity centre, although residents 
complain that while it b great for die 
chfidren. it is accessible oofy by car, 
as the road leading to it is unpaved 
and bumpy and buses do not re^ h. 

Har Nof, the reli^ous quarter 
now rising in western Jerusalem, is 
next on tiie list to get an actii^ 
park. Avni explains ±at wooded 
corridors will emanate from the park 
on the top of a hill and merge with 
the surrounding Jerusalem Forest, 


like shoots ofayouDg plant. Aspects 
fiedd' will be nearby. Work is to be 
fimsbed in a little over a year. 

THE JNF has planted saplings 
around an old Moslem cemetery 
nearby, cleaning np the burial place 
and preserving tiie few graves there. 
But nearby industry in Givat Shanl 
has not been so considerate. 

In bnilding their new factories, 
they have left giant mounds of naked 
earth. Only one company has had 
the public responsibility to do otiier- 
wise; around tbe Mifromal plant, 
spill^ earth is being terraced and 
covered with new trees. 

If tbe weather is favourable, 
thousands of youngsters will spend 
today, Tu Bisiwat - the New Year of 
Trees - planting young saplings. 
Avni notes that 30,000 sch(x>ldiil- 
dren join in planting year rotnuL 

The effort does not save the JNF 
any manpower: tbe saplings must be 
individually packaged in plastic 
bags, and workmen must go over 
every tree to ensure that the children 
didn't put the tree in t(x> deep or 
even upside down. 

But Avni notes that the education- 
al value of the campaign makes it 
woithwhile.

AN UNUSUAL political alliance, 
bringing together tbe Jewish com- 
munity and the independent oil and 
^ industry, has r^uHed in tbe 
newly creat^ Coimcil for a Secure 
America, which has recently opened 
an office in Washingtem , DC. 

According to Sigmund Zises, a 
New York businessman, who is co- 
diairman of the council with Mack 
Wallace, chairman of the Texas 
Railr oad Commission, the Council 
for 8 Secure America ntiU have 
several full-time staffers, represent- 
ing both the Jewish communi^ and 
the oil producers, and will have a 
first-year bud^t of about $250,000. 

It will work, Zises says, to ‘*con- 
, vince Coi^ress and the nation of the 
'.critical importance to our national 
security of making America energy 
independent and of strengthening 
Israel.” 

Sses says that the two main leg- 
islative priorities for the council will 
be to fi^t any tax simplification bill 
in Congress feat damages the inde- 
pendent oil producers and to push 
for Israel's foreign aid requests. 

Aooordii^ to Malcolm Hoenlein, 
the influential executive director of 
the Jewish Community Relations 
Co^cil of New York, the indepen- 
dei^ oil and producers, who arp 


Mutual back-scratch 
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based largely in Texas and Oklaho- 
ma, and whose oil and gas produc- 
tion is carried out almost exclusively 
vnthin the U.S., "will work to edu- 
cate legislators and the public in 
their part of the eoontry that Israel 
represents an invaluable strategic 
asset for America in the Middle 
East.” 

He adds: "Jewish leaders active in 
the coalition will educate our own 
community, as well as le^Iatois 
from the northeast, that the domes- 
tic independent oil producers have 
very different interests from those of 
the large international oil com- 
panies. known as the ‘seven sisters.' 
which are heavily committed to 
Saudi Arabia and other Opec coun- 
tries." 

Hoenldn stresses that the inde- 
pendents are natural allies for the 
Jewish community in creating an 
Amexua thatls l^gei;,susceptih 
ble to Ar&h bia^kmail.” 


THE MATCHMAKER in this 
alliance was Rep. Tony Coelho (D- 
Cal.), the influential chairman of the 
House rampaign Committee. “In 
late 1983, Tony met with both 
groups,'* Hoenlein says, “to point 
out to them that we have a shared 
agenda in terms of pushing for 
domestic energy production. He 
made people on both ades realize 
that v/bzt appeared at fiisi glance to 
be an unnatural alliance was in fact 
the most natural of alliances.” 

Coelho told 77ie Jerusalem Post 
during a recent visit to Israel that 
bringing together the two groups was 
“something I have dreamed about 
for a long time. As a long-time friend 
of Israel, and supporter of the oil and 
gas industry in central California, I 
felt an opportunity was being mis- 
sed. Israel needs economic assist- 
ance, and it is important to educate 
Congress'aboat'this....The ojl and 
^ ^ustry is feeing tu cti^en^. 


A builder of Israel 


JOSEPH MEYERHOFF, an out- 
standing figure in America's bousing 
and construction industries, died at 
age 86 on Sunday in his hometown, 
Baltimore. A prominent leader in 
the Jewish community, be made a 
lasting contribution to tbe welfere 
and development of Israel. 

^yerhoff was bom in Russia on 
Aprfi 8, 1899, the fourth of five 
children. The Meyerhoffs settled in 
Baltimore when Joseph was seven. 
At the age of 20. he graduated from 
the University of Maryland Law 
r^hool and began a real estate career 
Si Baltimore. 

During the Depression he eked 
out a living as a re^ estate agent and 
builder. S(X)n, boweer, he became 
known as a reliable home-builder 
and developer of huge shopping cen- 
tres. 

Meyerhoff managed to devote 
equal time to business and his acthn- 
ties on behalf the local Jewish com- 
munity and Israel. “In my femfiy,” 
he us^ to say, “we took it for 
granted that bdng a Jew and being 
interested in Israel was one and the 
same thing.” 

In 1949, Meyerhoff served as 
rhflirm«n of the Baltimore UJA and 
director of the Palestine Economic 
I ,, Corporation. In I957,he became the 
' president of the Palestine Economic 
Corporation, a chief promoter of the 
Israeli diemical industiy, including 
the Dead Sea Works, Tambour 
Paints and other enterprises. He was 
the -first chairman of the Baltimore 
Bonds Committee, and in 1958, he 
became the Man of tiie Decade of 
Israel Bonds later serving on its

national executive and Board of 
Governors. 

Meyeiboff always sought to in- 
crease and diversify his contribu- 
tions to Israeli industrial, education- 
al and welfare organizations. He was 
general chairman of National 
U.J.A., vice-chairman of tbe Jewish 
Agency, a member of the Executive 
of the American Jomt Distribution 
Committee, and a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Hebrew 
University, the Tedmion. Tel Aviv 
University, the Industrial Bank, the 
Bank of Israel and the Disewnt 
Bank Investment Corporation, 
among other organizational posts. 

He was active in Maryland, serv- 
ing as diairman of tbe Maryland 
State Planning Commission, presi- 
dent of the Auodated Jewish Char- 
ities of Baltimore and of the Jewish 
Welfere Fund of Baltimore, as well 
as of the U.S. National Association 
of Home-Builders. 

MEYERHOFF believed in educa- 
tion, and for him, Jerusalem was his 


home away from home. He was 
chairman of the Israel Education 
Fund (a divisioa of UJA), and his 
Maryland friends endowed a chair of 
spedal education in his name at the 
Hebrew University. He founded 
creches and kindergartens and built 
die public libraries in Rehovot and 
Jerusalem's Katamon quarter. He 
was a wise benefaefor of Hadassah 
and the Weizmann Institute of Sci- 
ence, of the Israel and Tel Aviv 
Museums and of the Jerusalem 
Foundation.' 

Meyerhoff believed that Israel 
needed technicians and founded the 
Joseph Meyerhoff Technic^ Ct^ege 
at Tel Aviv University. He provided 
for Israeli students when he donated 
the handsome offices of the B'rith 
Hillel Foundation building on 
Mount Scopus, which replaced tbe 
old and sm^ Hillel House in Rehov 
Balfour. 

In 1975 Meyerhoff built a Ubrary 
in Jerusalem on the Six Day War 
baniefield of Ammuaition Hill, 
which was named after him and 
which Mayor Teddy KoUek de- 
scribed as !'one of the most beautiful 
buildings in the city.” 

Meyerhoff was the redpient of 
honorary degrees from the Weiz- 
mann Institute of Science, Tel Aviv 
and Hebrew Uoiveisities, and re- 
ceived innumerable other awards 
and distinctions. Known as a dyna- 
mic businessman, he was a man 
intensely involved in the af^is of his 
people, and he left behind numerous 
lasting aduevemens - a record of 
impaneled generosity. 


Life of dedication 


MENACHEM BADER, who died 
at Mi^ his kibbutz, last Hmrsday 
morning and was buried there on 
Friday, was a pioneer and a man of 
{■-^vision who ma^ a oondderable con- 
' tiibiition to Israel’s development 
and welfare. 

Bader was born in DuDca, Galida, 
on September 20. 1895. and was 
educated at tbe Boim Law School in 
Germany. During World War I, he 
gerved as an o&oer in the Austrian 
>^nny and was wounded m tbe Ita- 
lian campaign. 

Bader joined Hashomer Hatzair 
and resolved to work on the land. He 
arrived here in 1920 and settled on 
Mbra, where he spent tig rest 
of bis Efe. He fadd many posts in tiie 
<^iyishuv; he was a member of the 
‘ executive of the Agricultural Cen- 
tre, of Kibbutz Artzi. the Histadrut 
andSolel Boneh. 


Bader helped in the establishment 
of the Hagana and served on its 
planning st^. He also was called 
upon to organize tbe “illegal” Aliya 
Bet. Before the war, be travelled to 
Europe to warn Jews of the danger 
presented by the Nazis, and be him - 
self left Vienna for Prague just one 
day before the 1938 Anschluss. 

He described his rescue experi- 
ences in one of his books. Sad Mis- 
sions, whidi also dealt with the dis- 
memberment of Czechoslovakia, 
the tragic Jewish plight and bis own 
involvement in organizing “illegal” 
immigration to Palestine. 

In 1943, the Jewish Agen^ sent 
Bader back to Europe to join the 
Istanbul Rescue Committee. There, 
he contacted Jews, including Dr. 
Israel Kastner and Yoel Brand. He 
offered to travel to Budapest to 
negotiate with Eichmann, but the 
British restrained him. 


After the establishment of the 
state, Bader who was a founder of 
Mapam, served as a Mapam repre- 
sentative in the First Knesset. 

He was a director- 
general of tbe Labour Ministry, and 
thereafter of the Ministry of De- 
velopment until 1962. 

Bader played a key role in the 
formation of tbe huge mining com- 
mmies built in the Negev and the 
Dead Sea areas. From 1962, he wai 
chairman of the board of directors of 
Fertilizers and Chemicals until 1967, 
when be beaded the board of ffie 
Dead Sira Works. At the same time, 
within the framework of Kibbutz 
Artzi, he promoted new processes of 
recy cling waste materials as a source 
of energy. 

Bader wrote a number of books 
and (xmtribuled articles and pbems 
to several daily papeis. 


and tbe Jewish community should 
appreciate the need f<H- tax incen- 
tives to increase investments in the 
industiy.”

Pitts says; “Supporters of Israel, 
need to understand that h is in 
Israel's interests that we have a 
strong domestic oil and gas inifaistry. 
It is ^0 true that souffiwestera 
producers have not tended to be 
well-informed enough of tbe needs 
ofisrael. We need more information 
on Israel to make its c^ effec- 
tively,.. .We see this -as a qmbiotic 


relationship. You scratdi my back, 
and I'll scratch yours.” 

Pitts dismisses as “completely 
wrong” the notion that there is not 
much more oil and oaturai gas to be 
found in the U.S. “Ninety-eight per 
cent of the la^ and of6^ore waters 
of this country have not ya been 
tested for oil and gas sediments. 
There are great potential reserves in 
untested areas. 

“The less drilling that is done 
here, ^tbe more de^dent we be- 
come on Persian Gulf oil. How m- 
teUigient is it to beef up our defence 
and build more airplanes, ships and 
tanks, without secure sources of oil 
to ran them?.. ..It all comes down to 
the unmistakable feet that tbe whole 
ptodnetion process depends on the 
drilling of holes, and there most be 
incentives for doing that.'* 

Howard Squadron notes that the 
concern in both the Jewish commun- 
ity and among tbe independent oil 
producers is chat riie U.S. is rapidly 
slipping back into a relaxed posture 
on foe issue of energy indepemlence.

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Bank’s foreign subsidiaries show good profit gains

Subsidiary companies of Israeli 
banks in the U.S., Switzerland and 
the U.K. have reported sions gains 
inproSLsfor 1984. 

These results, encouraging in 
themselves, are doubly important 
for the banks this year, since they are 
under pressure to show as high a rate 
of profitability as possible following 
their heavy losses in 1983. 

The banks have been saving for 
some months that their overseas 
activities have been very profitable 
and these recently-published figures 
more than bear out this contention. 

First to publish its results was the 
Discount Bank of New York, the 
oldest and still the largest of the 
Israeli banks in the U.S. 

The bank's profits rose by 22 per 
cent to Sl6 million in 1984. from the 
previous vear's S13.Im. The balance 
sheet grew more moderately by 9.6 
per cent to S3. 7b. . and capital means 


reached the $200ra. mark - more 
than 5 per cent of the balance sheet 
total - after growing by almost 12 per 
cent. 

Bank Leumi Trust Company of 
New York reported a massive jump 
of 1 12 per cent in gross profits (from 
S9.7m. to S20.7m.l and a not insigni- 
ficant 72 per cent surge in net profits 
for 1984 (from $6.6m. to S11.4m.l. 

The bank attributes its success to 
its larger loan portfolio, better profit 
margins between loan charges and 
deposit rates and a 30 per cent in- 
crease in commissions. 

The bank's balance sheet fell by 10 
percent over the v'ear, to S2.7 billion 
compared to S3b. at the end of 1983. 
This was the result of a deliberate 
policy of eliminating poorly per- 
forming assets so as to improve the 
capita! asset ratio in line w\h the 
tough requirements being imposed 
by the American regulatory author- 
ities. 

This resulted in some shedding of 


staff and other cost*cutting measures 
which showed up in the profit and 
loss statement as well as in the ba- 
lance sheet. 

Leumi Trust's capital means grew 
tt) S314.8m., an inaeas e of less than 3 
per cent over last year, and barely 
enough to meet the 5 per cent of 
assets margin required by the au- 
thorities. 

The bank noted that it dosed and 
merged two out of its 27 branches 
during the year. 

It seems likely that the slimming 
of Leumi Trust will continue this 
year, while the higher profitability 
provides a basis for renewed growth 
after the period of retrenchment. 

Across the water. Bank Leumi 
U.K. announced a 15 per cent in- 
crease in net profits for 1984, to 
£820.000. 

The balance sheet grew by 12 per 
cent to reach £361.8m., from 
£323.2m.atend 2983. 

The improved results were 


ascribed to growth in loans and trade 
finance, while turnover grew in all 
sue of the bank's branches. Capital 
means grew bv 5 per cent, to stand at 
£15.5m. 

The bank's shares are traded on 
the London stock e.tchange. and the 
board of directors, chaired by Ernest 
Japhet, recoounended payment of a 
7p dividend per share, making 
lO.lSp for the year as a whole - the 
same as in 1^. 

Nfizrahi Switzerland also reported 
very good earnings. Profits showed a 
rate cd growth of more than 40 per 
cent, reaching $F1.2m. 

The balance sheet grew by almost 
20 per cent, from SF67.8m. to 
The bank is now one of the 
subsidiaries of the newly-established 
Mizrahi Overseas Holding com- 
pany, which is based in Rotterdam, 
and Mizrahi Tel Aviv*s shares in its 
Swi^ sul»idiary, have been ex- 
changed for shares of the holding 
company. 


Dollar continues record pace on foreign market 


LONDON (.API. - The U.S. dollar 
continued its record-shattering 
march on foreign exchange markets 
for a second da.v yesterday. Gold 
bullion prices were little changed. 


The dollar opened strong in 
J.ipan. .nnd then hit all-time highs in 
Europe against the French franc and 
Italian lira. It also reached a 13-year 
high against the Dutch guilder, a 
12-vear high asainsi the West Ger- 


man mark and a seven-year high 
against the Swiss franc. 

Foreign exchange dealers said in- 
tervention by cental banks was hav- 
ing little eitect in breaking the dollar's 
climb. West Germany's central Bun- 
desbank sold an estimated SlOO mil- 
lion late Monday. 

“The dollar's trend is upward, and 
I don't believe central bank in- 
tervention can halt or reverse the 
trend." said the head of a West 


German bank's dealing room. 

Dealers attributed the dollar's rise 
to the strength of the U.S. economy 
and renewed speculation that the 
federal reserve would move to tight- 
en credit, thus driving U.S. interest 
rates even higher. 

In Tokyo, the dollar closed at 
259.85 yen, up from 259.10 yen, in 
heavy spot trading. Later in London, 
the U.S. currency was still being 
quoted at 259.85 yen. 


Bank of Japan governor Satoshi 
Sumita told a news conference in 
Tokyo yesteniay that the central 
bank intends to intervene “swiftly 
and actively** in support of the yen. 


Sumita blamed the dollar's rise on 
‘‘overly sensitive" speculation that 
U.S. interest rates will rise, although 
he acknowledged that U.S. econo- 
mic recovery has played a role in the 
currency's performance. 


Oa and dollar blamed as sterling is worth less 


LONDON (AP). - The pound, 
which once ruled the world eco- 
nomy. has fallen on hard rimes, 
pummeled down to its lowest ever 
exchange rate by the U.S. dollar and 
the volatile oil market. 

The decline that began more than 
17 years ago with only one brief 
respite accelerated last November 
and peaked last month when the 
pound hit l.IO to the dollar on the 
Hongkong market. To Britons it 
meant higher mortgage rates and 
headlines predicting the ultimate in- 
dignity-parity with the dollar. 

While a weak pound is not neces- 
sarily ail bad for the economy, it is 
seen by many as a symbol of how the 
mighty have fallen . An empire which 
once ruled one-fifth of the globe and 
held one-third of its markets has 
.shrunk to little more than a handful 
of small islands, and the British 
pound which used to dominate the 
world's economy is near the bottom 
of the basket of hard currencies. 

- Underlying the immediate causes 
of the pound's feebleness - oil and 


the dollar- is the widely held percep- 
tion that Britain is afflicted by a 
mysterious malaise that saps its in- 
dustrial vigour while the West Ger- 
mans and the Japanese forge ahead. 

The pound feU 20 per cent in 1934 
against the dollar. It has dropped 
steadily from a peak of 2.45 in 1980 
to as low as 1. 10 on some markets in 
early January. 

The sterling index, which mea- 
sures the pound against a basket of 
hard currendes. has fallen six per- 
centage points since November. 

It recovered slightly after the 
latest meeting of the Organization of 
Petroleum Ej^rting Countries pro- 
duced no price upheavals. But the 
likelihood of sterling quickly regain- 
ing its past strength is remote. 

To the average Briton, the im- 
mediate effect of the pound's fall has 
been a rise in interest rates of 4.5 
percentage points in January, to a 
record 14 per cent, meaning higher 
mortgages for homeowners and 
tighter credit for businesses. 


Prime Minister Margaret Thatch- 
er says Britain's economic perform- 
ance is much beaer that the pound 
reflects. “It's something of a mys- 
tery." she told a television interview- 
er. 

Indeed, the country appears to be 
recovering ft'om its lengthy reces- 
sion. Itsb^anceofpaymemsisinthe 
black, oil production is at record 
levels and inflation has been crushed 
from an annual rate of 20 per cent in 
1980 to about 5 per cent. 

Investment is at an all-time hi^, 
and among businessmen one en- 
counters a mood of bouyancy that 
contrasts sharply with the gloom of 
the mid-1970s. 

To terms of what it buys the aver- 
age British wage-earner, the pound 
should be worth 1. SO dollars, accord- 
ing to a calculation by the Paris- 
based Organization of Economic 
Cooperation and Development. 

The dollar’s strength has hit all the 
European currendes. The pound fell 
20 per cent against the dollar in 1984,

BEIRUT (AP). - Saudi Arabia 
yesterday was reported ready to 
pump SSOO milUon into Lebanon’s 
tre^ury to help halt the rapid depre- 
ciation of the Lebanese currency. 

Local radio stations and newspap- 
ers said millionaire businessman 
Rafik Hariri, ^udi Arabia’s top 
expert on Lebanese affairs, made 
the pledge of aid at a meeting late 
Monday nighrwith President Amin 
Jemaye! and Prime Minsiter Rashid 
Karameh. 

Tbe Lebanese-bom Saudi emis- 
sary flew to Beirut at Jemayel's in- 
vitation after the Lebanese pound 
had plunged more than 16 per cent in 
value against the U.S. dollar in one 
day, dosing at a record low of 15.20 
to the dollar on Monday. 

The pound rallied in early morn- 
ing trading on the Beirut money 
market yesterday to a range of 12.85 
to 13.50 to the ^Uar, and the state 
radio attributed the ^ght recovery 
to media reports of the Saudi aid.

Post mini-poll reveals importing trend 

Snob apjieal of Israelis who buy foreign goods

helps us to see what consumers 
abroad are buying, and this helps us 
- but not enough - to meet the 
competitioD and export better," he 
said. 


Another industrialist claimed im- 
ported goods helped to "keep down 
the entire price level in the same 
line." 

"Industrialists are out to make a 
profit, and they will raise their prices 
as high as possible. Foreign imports 
acts as a sort of control," he added. 

But assuming that local and im- 
ported goods are of the same quality 
and the same price, why do local 
industrialists more often than not 
prefer the imports? 

There are apparenteiy two main 
reasons: Most I^aelis don’t have the 
feintest idea how to judge quality - 
which, of course, also determines 
price. This is especially true in goods 
which they buy only once a year or 
every few years. 

The industrialist continued: "The' 
Israeli housewife may be a fairly 
good judge of tomatoes and apples, 
but she has little understanding of a 
fim. or a small heating stove, or 
many electrical appliances. She will 
see both products side by side on a 
shelf, and she will recognize the 
name of a foreign product much 
sooner than she will an Israeli one. 

"Foreign goods depend heavily on 
brand recognization; Israelis don’t - 
and lose out as a consequence. So 
the housewife will prefer goods 


made in West Germany, France or 
the U.S. much sooner than the 
Israeli brand.’’ 

The solution, another industrialist 
thought, was to put an almost com- 
plete "mental boycott" on all im- 
ports which can be produced here at 
comparative prices and quality. 

He admitted that no legal ban was 
possible, because of Israel’s agree- 
ment with the Common Market, and 
the forthcoming agreement with the 
U.S. estabiishing a Free Trade Area. 

“But the fiKt that we have to allow 
these imports doesn’t mean we have 
to buy them. It is all a simple matter 
of educating the public to buy Blue- 
White. In tile U.S., they have a Buy 
American campaign and other coun- 
tries have similar projects. Why not 
here - not a sporatic one, but a 
continuous one?" 

This raises the second point. Many 
Israelis who can judge quality and 
who do oompare prices, still prefer 
to buy imported goods. *ne reason is 
simple: Snob Appeal. 

'^omen espraally, particolarly 
those who don’t work, find that 
raiifing about their foreign goods is a 
good conversation piece. It beljK 
them pass the time tri day and their 
lives away," one interviewee said. 

Ctee person thought that Israelis 


are "excessively material-oriented" 
when it comes to buying goods, 
foreign and local. 

“They buy much more imported 
goods than any other people in tiie 
world,’’ he said. 

“And few Israelis are content to 
use an item for a long time. ’They are 
neither thrifty or frugal; one reason 
was that Israelis have been con- 
ditioned by *inilation' to. prefer 
goods to savings. 

“They have a phobia that the 
government will meet one evening 
and the next morning aH their sav- 
ings will become worthless paper. 

He added; 'T reoeotly made a 
sales trip thzou^ Europe. I am 
willing to go on record that Israelis 
drive more late model cars than any 
European country. If a survey was 
made, I believe that you would find 
that the average car in Europe is 
three years older than the Israeli 
car.” 

But if Israelis cut down on im- 
ports, will they be able to sell tiieir 
exports? Trade is a two-way propor- 
tion. 

"Of course. Foreigners are much 
aware of quality and prices than 
Israelis. If >^u firesent them with an 
item which is superior and cheaper, 
they wiJtt buy it. And we Israelis 
should do exactly the same.”

‘cent decrease in the number of 

• Israeli travellers as a result of the 


economic difficulties. 

Several airlines have already re- 
ported a drop in the number of 
Israeli passengers and the new tax 
vrill cut the number of Israelis still 
further, he said. 

The state-ovv’ned El Al was not rep- 
resented at the meeting but a state- 
ment issued later said it was “wor- 
ried" about the implications of the 
government’s decision. 

While "largely aware" of the 
country's economic problems it was 
concerned about “an expected drop 
in passenger traffic add El Al's eco- 
nomic situation." 

Ya’akov Kami, deputy chairman 
of the travel agents association, said 
his members were incapable of 
teaching their staff to do the work 
and cover their own added costs of 
doing the job. . 

Nor do they wont to. 

The entire operation would yield 
the state some S25 million but the 
losses to El Al, other airlines and the 
entire tourist business would be 
greater, Kami added.

THE PRESENT government was supposed to represent a 
broad national consensus on economic policy, and it went from 
one package deal to another in search of solutions based on that 
consensus. 

On Monday night it went a big step further, springing on the 
public a haphazard collection of so-<^ed economic measures. 
These have now created a national consensus that the govern- 
ment does not know what it is doing, has no idea where it wants 
to go, and cannot be trusted to stick to its declared policy from . 
one week to the next. 

What was the basis of the government's declared policy? It 
was that a gradualist approach to our economic problems was 
better than an attempt to cut Gordian knots with one slash. It 
was that policies voluntarily accepted had a better chance of 
being implemented than measures imposed by government 
d^ee. And it was that confidence in &e government would 
enable it, if and when necessary, to impose u^ateral measures. 

The success of the first package de^ went a long way towards 
vindicating that policy. 

All of a sudden, out of some inexplicable attack of panic 
when the foreign currency reserves had been drawn down to 
pay off foreign debt and interest payments, the government 
upset its own applecart. It did so wi^ the kind of measures that, 
following the legendary Perry Mason, might be termed 
“irrelevant, immaterial and prejudiced." 

None of the measures announced on Monday night will, by 
itself, have much effect. Raising the deposit on the list of 
imports prohibited four months ago, and allowing them to be 
imported again at a higher price, will neither deter those who 
want to buy these foreign goods, nor increase the government's 
revenues significantly, nor yet reduce the balance of payments 
deficit more than microscopically. 

Much the same is true of doubling the travel tax and levying a 
15 per cent impost on travel tickets. A good part of these taxes 
the government will pay to itself, because business travel costs 
are tax-deductible. As for the rest, some people will switch to 
longer and more distant trips abroad, or find ways to evade part 
of the tax. 

It would be tedious to extend the list. None of the measures is 
relevant to our real economic problems, and all of them reflect 
the prejudice that if the government cannot do what it really 
should do, then it must at least do sometfung^ and do it right 
away. 

Package deal II was meant to usher in an eight-month period 
of relative calm. The chances of success were good. But instead 
of seeking to keep the inevitable price increase of February - 
the “seam" between package de^ I and II - as restrained as 
possible, the government has made sure that it would lead us 
back to the inflation rates of last fall. 

The silliest of Monday night's “measures" was the change in 
the conditions of Patam deposits. The original idea was to make 
these accounts less liquid, by gradually converting them into 
time deposits bearing interest at rates rising with the length of 
the deposit. Instead, the government made a jump to permit- 
ting only interest-bearing deposits for a year. The result will 
most likely be that all those who hold deposits for three or six 
months will forgo the low net interest they get now, and keep 
them in current accounts. So there will now be more, rather 
than fewer, liquid Patam accounts. ' 

■ Thus the tender confidence in the government that sprouted 
during the first package deal may have withered away. 


TuBishvat 


CHILDREN AND ADULTS will go out all over Israel this 
morning to plant trees in celebration of Tu Bishvat, also known 
as Arbor Day. 

Of Israel's many accomplishments, few are as universally 
admired as its feats of affor^tation. Even critics of its policies 
concede that they cannot question the value of planting trees on 
denuded mountain slopes or in sandy desert wastes. 

When Mark Twain and Herman Melville travelled to Jeru- 
salem over a century ago, they wrote in compelling prose about 
the arid bills of Judea, of rock piled on rock piled on rock, of the 
hopelessness of ever trying to make those hills anything but 
barren. 

Then came the Jewish renaissance in the ancient homeland, 
and Melville's vision of the Jews as farmers, which he thought 
would never turn into reality, did. Soil reclamation and 
afforestation became the order of the day, and within the past 
century the face of the country has been transformed beyond 
recognition. 

The once treeless hills of Judea, that so shocked the two great 
American writers, now begin to recall Biblical glory. The naked 
hills of Galilee have also Ireen clothed. Vast tracts of what was 
sheer desert in the Negev have been covered with woods. 
Altogether 170 million trees have been planted by the Jewish 
National Fund alone, helping to conserve water, protect soil, 
and provide “lungs" in the form of picnic and camping areas, 
thus enriching the quality of life.

(Contmoed from Page One) 
courage the forces for peace" in 
Israel. Israelis, he said, will begin to 
say. ‘Look, whatever we are trying in 
the peacefiil direction doesn't bear 
fruit.' This is the major danger." 

The Peres interview with the 
Times Jerusalem bureau chief. Tho- 
mas Friedman, was published on the 
front page. It came on the eve of 
talks this week in Washington be- 
tween senior Reagan Adnmuscra- 
tion officials and the visiting Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister, .^bdel 
Megiiid. He has come to prepare the 
stage for President Hosni Mubarak's 
official U.S. visit next month. 

Saudi King T'ahd is due in 
Washington next Monday. 

In the administration as well as on 
Capitol Hill, there is dearly mount- 
ing disappointment in what is widely 
perceived as Mubarak's refusal to 
improve ties with Israel. This could 
have a negative impact on several 
pending Egyptian economic and 
military aid requests from the Un- 
ited States. 

Israel Embassy diplomats in 
Washington as well as other pro- 
Israeli political activbts were deariy 
pleased that Peres had broken his 
silence by bluntly expressing his dis- 
appointment in the Egyptian atti- 
tude toward Israel. They have been 
threatening a major public relations 
battle with Egypt aimed at pressur- 
ing the Egyptians to return their 
ambassador to Tel Aviv. 

This is the same message Meguid 
this week and Mubarak next month 
are likely to bear from the adminis- 


tration as well as from leading sena- 
tors and representatives. 

On another subject in the inter- 
view, Peres indicated that he in- 
creasingly saw Lebanon as a country 
of Shi'ite’ Moslems: “Lebanon for a 
good many years had the proforma 
appearance of a Christian country - 
uofortunaiely. I think that is nearing 
the end." he said. 

Asked about the outcome of Ariel 
Sharon’s law suit^aimt Time maga- 
zine, Peres openly disagreed with 
the former defence minister that his 
suit had represented a “moral vic- 
tory" for the State of Israel. 

“I don't think this was a con- 
frontation between the State of 
Israel and Time magazine. I think 
that in the confrxmtation between 
Sharon and Time on this specif 
line. Ttmewas wrong. Butlwc^dn't 
use other terms. I would not fly into 
the philosphical field and make far- 
reaching descriptions." 

He also denied that Israel was 
selling arms to Iran. “We are not 
going to sell any arms to Iran," he 
said. “We consider the Khomeini 
revolution a very sad experience in 
the 20th century. It is a very extreme 
and hostile movement and we do not 
have any reasons to support 
Khomeini.'*

The dedsions taken by the gov- 
ernment on Monday have brought 
with them confosion among the pub- 
lic and contempt among most eco- 
nomists and bu^essmen, as well as 
open scorn from some of cabinet 
ministers who opposed them. Many 
commentators have already noted 
that the intensity of the reaction was 
disproportionate to the relative im- 
portance of the measures them- 
selves. 

Yet there are valid reasons for the 
storm that accompanied the pro- 
longed dedsion-mtddng process and 
the decisions that were &ally taken . 
They have to do mth the process 
itsdf, its length and style, and with 
the proposals that were rejected, as 
much as with those that were 
accepted. 

Underlying all the analysis, both 
from the professionals and the per- 
son on the street, is a single truth: 
there is no confidence in the govern- 
ment's economic policies. Every- 
thing the government does and says 
seems designed to increase this lack 
of confidence rather than rebuild or 
replace what has been damaged or 
(tetroyed. 

This is the common thread run- 
ning through tile latest round of 
economic steps and the reactions to 
them, as a brief review shows. 

In the first place, what was the 
announced theme of the measures 
themselves? The senior civil servants 
who outlined them to the press* on 
Monday evening repeated the re- 
fr^ of their political masters: the 
new taxes and levies most be seen as 


THE ONCE hotly debated role of 
sweat and blood-soaked “dunam by 
d unam ” colonization in the rise of 
modem Israel is by now an acknow- 
ledged historical fact. -Ironically 
enough, tiie very philosophy that 
inspired this heroic venture now 
serves to stifle its consummation. 
Roles are reversed, with the erst- 
while “pooh-poohers" of the gra- 
dualist focts-in-the-field approach 
now spreading their political 
umbrelfo over the Eretz Israd settle- 
ment movement.

Thus, the budgetary objec- 
tion by a Treasury that allows our 
society to gorge itself sick on coimt- 
less luxuries. Settlement, the classic- 
al imperative, is lumped together 
with any humdrum requirement, be 
it the refitting of decrepit windows or 
the replacement of battered dust- 
b^. Worse than that, settlement 
becomes a red to be waved

complementary measures to the 
Second Package Deal, whose intro- 
duetion they accompanied, and are 
derigned to meet two key aims in 
government policy - to increase re- 
venues and thereby help to narrow 
the budget deficit, and to save fore- 
ign cunen <7 and thus reduce the 
balance of payments deficit. 

Each individual move was framed 
in terms of one or both of these 
targets. The increased travel tax will 
absorb $S0m. from the public and 
also persuade some people not to go 
abroad and spend precious dollars. 
The 15 per cent levy on tickets will 
bring in $35-30m . and similarly deter 
foreign travel. The increased import 
surcharge on consumer goods will 
lead to S150m. in increased revenue 
from those who do purchase these 
goods, and will act as a deterrent to 
others, saving foreign currency 00 
the non-purchases. 

The tax on cars, yachts and planes 
is a straightforward revenue-raising 
measure. The cancellation of in- 
terest on payments on Patam de- 
posits held for less than a year will 
obviously save money, and is de- 
signed to decrease the degree of

liquidity of rhfe popular form of 
saving. 

The explanations that accompa- 
nied the introduction of these mea- 
sures sought to present them as a 
combination of small steps that 
would together bring limited but real 
achievements in reducing the size of 
tile excess demand in tiie economy, 
which most economists identify as 
both infiationary and detriment^ to 
balance of payments. Why, then, 
^re these modest moves so vicious- 
ly attacked, and at so many levels, 
ranging from the consumer to the 
cabinet? 

The answer would seem to have as 
much to do with expectations and 
psychology as with the measures 
themselves, although these too were 
sharply criticised. 

The first area of assault concerns 
the method in rriiich the government 
reached its decisions. Once again, 
say pundits and plebeians alike, the 
government succeeded in driving the 
public mad by allowing proposals to 
leak over a period of several days, 
and then holding a series of discus- 
sions in varioos different ministerial 
fornms over two successive days. 
Given the highly charged atmos- 


phere that exists throughout the eco- 
nomy, and the readiness of people to 
rush and buy whatever seems to be is 
line for price increases, whether 
food or dollars, it is hardly surpriring 
that panic and hysteria were wi^- 
spread — this time in the financial 
markets rather than the snpennar- 
kets. 

Then, say the critics, compare the 
buHd-up to the show actually pre- 
sented. The measures taken are, 
they say. even more modest than 
their proponents daim them to be. 
In the opinion of many, they mc so 
mfl TgiTtfli as to be meaningless, in the 
context of the magnitu^ of the 
country’s real economic problems. 
“Too little and too late." “making a 
mountain out of a molehill,'' and 
plain “rubbish," were among the 
- comments the morning after. It is 
also daimed that the kind of tinker- 
ing with rules and regulations which 
forms the basis of the new steps 
(roost of them are not new, anyway) 
is totally counter-productive. In the 
foce of yet more taxes and levies, the 
public will simply learn to get round, 
find loopholes and, in a word, cheat. 
The increased revenues, if they 
materialize, are margina] compared 


to the additional dam^ done id the 

government's crediba^. . 

At least two cabinec miiiisiea 
(Weizman and Patt) speciScaOy 
attacked the abolition of interest-on 
Patam deposits as being likely to 
undermine investors* confidence in 
that, and perhaps in all; 
government-backed savings 
rammes. Other critics, noted 
there had been a violation (rf the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the Iw 
guaranteeing the public’s finaiKHl 
assets. FmaU^, said some, if tbc thne 
has come to soak the rich, why were 
the Treasury’s proposals to tax 
^)aitmeQts rejected, and the carfax, 
proposal watered down? But what 
the economists and others' want 
see, above all, is the govenuhent 
cutting its own spending, not adding - 
new taxes. 

‘This is a government afraid of its 
own shadow." one analyst said 
yesterday. .11 

“What they need to do," <^»hed 
yet another’, also reflecting the 
general mood as much as his own 
view, “is to lock themselves away for 
days on end. and thra^ out a real set 
of policies. These should encompa^ 
every sector, but above all. t^' 
should show they mean business 8^ 
give people a reason to believe in - 
them and in die economy. If instead 
they offer talk and ba^ and half^ 
baked dedsions, nothing will get 
better.”

Evidently, visionary Zio nism has 
by now' yielded to the more mundane 
calculations of the professional party 
hack, to whom communal frag- 
mentation opens up the happiest 
political hunting ground.

SETTLEMENT in the so-called 
Territories, indeed, provides the 
sole add test of Jordaniati inten- 
tions.

His 
dogged refusal to do so in the foce of 
mounting American enticement and 
pressure eloquently exposes the ter- 
ritorial compromise doctrine for 
what it is - a pipe dream- If such a 
solution ever existed, it suffered the 
final coup de grSce with the surren- 
der of Sinai in toto to. Sadat. As for 
the cnidaj problem posed by the 
local Arab population, ready-made 
instant solutions exist solely in the 
imaginatioa of mystics and simple- 
tons. 

From the outset the Zionist enter- 
prise was pitted against qipareotiy 
insuperable odds. It was sustained 
by undaunted courage and foith. 
Tlieir replacement by the Millen- 
nium Now cult will not bring us one 
whit doser to a viable arrangement. 
A major target of settlement polity 
is to bury effectively the illusion of a 
Palestinian Arab homeland extend- 
ing on both sides of the Jordan. It is 
in DO small measure due to Jewish 


encouragement, if not downright in- 
dtement, that t^ illusion continues 
to Unger mostly in the areas deemed 
to be negotiable. 

What distinguishes the inha bitant 
of Nazareth from his brother in 
Shechem-Nablus, or in Ramallah, is 
that the fonner has largely been 
disabused of the feasibUipf of any 
radical change, by the physical trans- 
formation of his environment that 
put Israel on the map. 

In this sense, the “Nazarethiza- 
tion" of the areas poised between 
the Jordan and the Mediterranean - 
so poignantiy depicted as “those 
lousy few kilometres of real estate" 
by a leading U.S. diplomat - offers 
the only hi^orically tested avenue of 
approach to the protracted wrang- 
ling about national rights. 

Far from avoiding'the major con- 
centrations of our neij^bours in this 
land , settlement strate^ must aim at 
integrating them wi tHn a massive 
Jewish presence. Such fact-in-tiie- 


field will provide the most eloquent 
argument against the continuation of 
subversive action. They thus repw^ 
sent a basic security requirement 
over and above the mere satisfaction 
of “mystical" ideology. A potent 
reason against any delay in im- 
plementing this poli^' is the current,- 
relatively propitious international 
climate, coupled with the growing 
decomposition of the PLO, two 
the major accomplishments of 
Israel's mucb-mali^ed Lebanese 
campmgn. 

Ethical-humanist objections to 
this execution of the classical Zionist . 
programme are about as relevant 
today as they were at the launching 
of Jewish colonization in Palestine: 
They represent a loss of nerve and 
communal purpose, hidden behind a

I interviewed Major Etienne Saqr 
(‘Abu Aiz'), the leader of the Pha- 
lange's ‘Guarddans of the Cedars' in 
Beirut seven weeks before the Sabra 
and Shatilla massacre. In an article, 
“Great Expectation" (July 23, 
1982), I reported the conversation. 
Allow me to quote: 

“What about the PLO and the 
Palestinians?"

“We don't care what happens to 
the PLO, they are secondary; in 
fact, they are your problem. It is the 
Palestinians we have to deal with. 
Ten years ago there were 84,(XK): 
now there are between 600,000 and 
7(X),0CK). In six years they will be 2 
million. We can't let it come to 
that." 

“What is your solution.?’’ 

“Very simple, monsieur. We shall 
drive them to the borders of 
‘bTotherly'*^yria and tell them to 
keep walking. Anyone who looks 
back, stops or returns will be shot on 
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the spot. The mere threat of this will 
force the Arab states to accept them. 
We have the moral right reinforced 
by well-organized PR plans and poli- 
tical preparation. After aH, they have 
killed 120,000 of our people and 
displaced 500,(KX).'' 

“Are you able to implement this 
threat?” 

He does not blink an eyelid. “Of 
course we can. And we shall.'' 

When 1 suggest that such harsh 
procedures might put the Christian 
world against &em, he simply says: 
“We are the Christian World." 

If a free-lance journalist can learn 
the Phalange's intentions, surely the 
Minister of Defence, Mr. Sharon, 
with many highly trained informa- 
tion services at his disposal, could 
have known what was likely to hap- 
pen.

Sir. -> In his excellent recent series 
of articl^ about the Eichmann fQes. 
Wim van Leer quotes the last words 
spoken by the accused, just prior to 
his execution. 

As one of the few eyewitnesses of 
this event, I wish to convey to your 
readers a precise description of that 
moment. 

In a small room adjacent to the 
execution chamber, five journalists 
waited: Aviezet Golan and Dov 
Goldstein, who represented the 
Israeli press, Aiye Wallenstein of 
Reuter, Rudolf Kustermeier, the 
German News Agency, DPA, cor- 
respondent, and the undersigned,- 
then head of the Israel Government 
Press Office’s news department. 

At a certain moment, a cell was 
unlocked, Eichmann, supported by 
two prison warders, made his way 
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slowlynloQg a oanow corridor to the 
execution chamber. Pastor Hull 
walked at his side, bolding up a 
cross, and asked the accused to say: 
“Jesus Christ." Bichmann’s re- 
pose was a negative shaking of bis 
head as be stammered ‘.*Ich kann 
rUdu^* (“I cannot. I cannot"). 

Then he was brought into tiie 
small very dimly lit chamber and 
ordered to ascend tiie small plat- 
form. His glasses were removed and 
the two warders commenced strap- 
ping his arms and legs. .^Tparently, 
Fidimann was DOt able to See into 
the adjacent room, but he sensed 
that other persons were present and, 
as if addressing them, began to give 
voice to his last sentences: 
“Gentlemen, this is the fate of all 
men on earth: in a short while, we 
willmeet ag^. I send my love to. my 
wife, my children, to Austria, Ger- 
many and Argentina - the three 
countries which dominated my life . I 
fiilfiil ed the orders of my country 
and my flag.” Then came the last 
sentence: ‘T have lived as a believer 
in God, and I die as a believer.” 

I recall how this last declaration 
amazed us. “Adolf Ei chmann ^ one 
of the chief engineers of the “Fmal 
Solution" of six million Jews, pre- 


tended to have believed in God?" we 
asked each other. 

It was Rudolf Kustermeier, the 
German journalist, who explained 
to us the real meaning behind Eidi- 
mann’s words, and that what he 
wished to say was: “I have lived as a 
Nazi, and I as a Nazi." 

The Nazi attitude to religion re- 
jected Christianity as being “a Jew-i 
isfa philosophy.” But in order to_ 
pex^iade and conciliate Germans*" 
who were truly religious, they were 
told: “You are entitied to believe in. 
God, but not in Jesus Christ, the 
Jew.” Die Deutsche Kirche, the Ger- 
man Church, which adapted itself to, 
the Nazi regime in part accepted this* 
credo.
